NEW YORK, October 6.—Tbe people 


of England have discovered that a 
modified protection is not as they once 
thought it, a jewel of great price; a 
cry is heard from the laboring classes, 
"free corn and free everything that 
tends to the support of human life." 
The roast-beef of old England, in great 
part.is raised on the borders of Ameri- 
ca between six and seven thousand 
miles away. Their needs declare be- 
yond contradiction that cheap bread is 
bound to be one of the blessings of the 
near future. 
Only a few months ago 


many of the great breweries in Ameri- 
ca were purchased for Eagland. She 
had neither the malt nor the hops, 
which are beer's most important con- 
stituents, and it needs no prophetic 
vision to see that a day is not far dis- 
tant when the vineyards which pro- 
duce wine, from the Ohio to the Pacific 
ocean, will also be owned by Eng- 
lish capital. 


The stock market appears to be on 


the ragged edge, and has been for sev- 
eral months. There were little fiirts 
In that time, which gave some promise 
of success, but the sharp rush to real- 
ize on former prices frightened the 
market and several firms, at very 
short notice, found themselves landed 
on a rocky shore, and this accounts for 
the stock market trouble, which, while 
it embarrassed the dealers, has made 
no perminent impression on the pub- 
lic. 
Another great cause of our finan- 


cial disturbances has been the great 
harvest of the west; the harvest has 
been great and funds to forward it 
scarce. Another source of embarrass- 
ment is the lack of cars and this, coup- 
led with the late rains, almost brings 
the farmers face to face with such mis- 
fortune as they have seldom met be- 
fore. 


The late disturbances hava been a 


serious drawback—from the Golden 
Gate to New York strikes are every- 
where; no sooner is pes.cs restored in 
one portion of our country than we 
are called to meet serious disturbance 
in another. The Moroa have risen in 
Manila; they are a fierce and warlike 
race and are bound to give us trouble 
for some time to come. General Wood 
will find that he has a wild and crinv 
inal race to govern, they know noth 
ing of honor and I fear many lives will 
be sacrificed before they learn the 
comfort of peace and the discomfort 
of war. 


It seems hard to believe that in the 


twentieth century, in one of the most 
enlightened cities of the world.a large, 
v'cious combination can exist where 
thievery is taught, where murder is 
planned, and that the place is well 
known to the police—that here they 
meet every night, anrl, full of stale 
beer and vile whisky, after a robbery 
has 
been committed, Indulge and 


dream their lives away, the keeper of 
this den renting them lodgings at five 
cents a night, with the privilege of 
Bleeping on the floor. There are vari- 
ous degrees between tha Tenderloin 
and this abode of moral degradation. 
Only a few years ago a room was kept 
at almost every police precinct in the 
city,but it was found that these lodgers 
brought such vermin with them aa to 
render the rooms almost worthless to 
the police. It was a fearful sight in 
winter to see them turn out of a frosty 
morning, the snow fast falling on the 
poor wretches, who knew not which 
way to turn for a morning meal. 
When the mayor was fully advised of 
the frightful suffering of these lodgers 
he gave orders to close the rooms and 
then they had to rely upon the mercy 
of God alone. 


A reputable citizen has declared that 


the srike in New York city his Cf-st 
at least, in all its various changes, not 
far from fifty millions of dollars. 
It 


will not be very long until we find our- 
telves in the winter season of the year; 
we shall need coal to cook our food 
and warm our houses, but it may be, 
on account of the strikes, we will not 


stack. It reminds me of a little story. 
I wss surveying the beautiful lakes 
of Killarney, it was in the year of 
1872, when a famine raged in that 
county, andone-half of the land around 
the lakes belonged to a Mr. Hnbbard. 
When I looked around and saw im- 
mense tracts where Paddy's favorite 
provender, the potato, was raised I 
asked 
my guide 
why 
they did 


not raise potatoes on 
this field. 


"Raise potatoes," said Paddy, "sure 


his Inrdship would bave no place to 
hunt." It was of more importance 
that a hundred thousand Irishmen, 
women and children should perish of 
starvation 
than that his lordship 


should lack amusement in the fall of 
the year. The game laws of England, 
up to a few years ago, were a disgrace 
to the British nation. The man who 
killed a hare would he punished by 
penal servitude thonsands of miles 
away from his native land, and if he 
killed a sheep they would send him to 
the gallows. We need none of these 
laws in the United States. Ours is a 
government "of the people, for the 
people," A moderate law which will 
preserve the game from destruction 
will be welcomed by the rich and poor 
alike. But the hunters are returning 
home; we bid them welcome and hope 
they have enjoyed themselves up to the 
fullest measure of happiness.

Chief Justice HoCoUum. 


Chief Justice J. Brewster McCollum, 


of the supreme court of Pennsylvania, 
died at bis home in Montrose Sunday 
night. Mr. McCollnm succeeded Henry 
Green as chief justice of the supreme 
court of Pennsylvania in 1900. Jus- 
tice McCollnm was born at Bridge- 
water, Sntqnehnnna county, Septem- 
ber 88, 1832. After graduating from 
the Franklin academy he attended the 
law school at Poughkeepsie, N. Y , 
and was tdmitted to the Bar of Sus- 
quehanna county in August, 1855. He 
was elected president judge of the 
Thirty-fourth district 
in 1878. He 


devoted his entire life to the practice 
of his profession. The Bar and Bench 
have lost an upright and able jurist 
and barrister and the Democratic party 
one of its most distinguished members. 
His death occurring so near a regular 
election, party Dominations are pre- 
cluded and his successor, who will be 
appointed by the governor, will con- 
tinue in office until the election in 
November, 1904. 


Convicted of Larceny. 


Alva W. Pennell, of Everett, Bedford 


county, was placed on trial in the 
quarter sessions court yesterday on the 
charge of the larcany of two horses 
from L A. Furry, of Roaring Spring. 
It was alleged that Pennell came to 
Roaring Spring last June and entered 
into negotiations with Furry for the 
purchase of the horses. A sale was 
consummated for 8300 and defendant 
paid $5 to bind the bargain. The next 
morning Pennell offered a check for 
$175 on account, with Furry declined 
to accept, and declared the sale off 
unless the remainder of the purchase 
price was paid. Pennell subsc quently 
went to the livery stable, where the 
hortes were kept, took the animals 
into his custody and drove them to 
Bedford county. District Attorney W. 
L. Hicks and A, V.'Dively, Esq., are 
conducting the prosecution and Alvin 
L. Little, Esq., of Bedford, and James 
H. Craig, Esq, are counselling the 
defense. The defense made was that 
there was an out and out sale of the 
horses and Mr. Pennell took them aa 
his own property and without any 
wrongful intent.

The opinion 
exists here that this comes with rather 
poor grace from Governor Dnrbin, who 
has refused to honor the requisition of 
the state «f Kentucky for one of the 
men accused of the murder of Gover- 
nor Qoebel, when the law and the con- 
stitution require the perpetrators of 
such crimes to be'delivered up to jus- 
tice. Is he a fit man to read lectures 
on what is right and wrong? It is ad- 
mitted that to violently assail a law 
that is robbing the people of the Uni- 
ted States, such as the Dingley tariff 
law, is a crime to the trust magnates 
who profit by it. To denounce the 
laws in several states that tax the 
small home and the little personal 
property of .the poor man on its full 
value and let the corporations and the 
millionaires off with only paying 30 or 
30 per cent, is insanity according to 
Hanna and the Republican leaders Ic 
Oaio. To all such the law of their own 
making is too sacred to be tampered 
with and Governor Durbin only echoes 
the cry of the trusts and corporations, 
who, in most cases, have paid for tht 
unrighteous laws they hold so sacred 
The most of the laws passed recently 
have been passed by Republicans, and 
the shoe is beginning to pinch wher 
the people are crying out against them, 
and hence the howl by the governor of 
Indiana, who stands for everything 
the trusts demand. If the people of

S. Snively, an apple dealer of this city, 
has already purchased 20,000 barrels oi 
apples for shipment and storing.

county, will furnish 1,000 barrels of 
fine fruit. Mr. Snively has about a hun- 
dred men employed packing the fruit i:

ORIENTAL LANTERNS. 


How They Are Made aiid Uaea to 


Which They Arc 1'nt. 


The lantern of the east is as old as 


civilization. Its pr'mnry object is to 
protect the flume (mm sudden drafts. 
Beyond tins is Hi.' concentration of 
light for the convenience ol a reader 
and, lust ami least, the regard tor beau- 
ty. 
The oldest form is a perforated 


cylinder or rectangular hox. 
Of this 


type there are numberless varieties, old 
and new. The ancient ones which have 
been preserved are of iron, copper and 
brass, nearlj all simple in construction 
and finish, but a few richly decorated. 
Occasionally one runs across lanterns 
made of silver or ivory. These come 
from palaces or temples and in most 
Instances are richly carved. 
Not In- 


frequently the perforations are fitted 
with pieces of colored glass, rock crys- 
tal, amethyst and garnet. 


In China and Japan the traveler's or 


street lantern is a feature. This is a 
sphere or ellipsoid ranging from six 
inches to two and even three feet in 
diameter, made of oiled paper, cloth or 
silk. In Cathay this lantern is used to 
show the rank of its owner by the col- 
oring or Inscriptions on its exterior. 
The humble citizen uses a small affair 
In white or red, the official of low rank 
a sphere a foot in diameter hanging in 
front of his sedan chair, while the high 
mandarin employs a huge lantern, re- 
splendent with his titles in colors, car- 
ried by an ablebodied cooly who walks 
a yard in advance. 


It is in house lanterns that the great- 


est variety is found. Of these the gen- 
eral type is a four, five, six, seven, 
eight or ten sided box, whose length is 
usually twice its width. Each side is 
a pane of glass, plain, ground, frosted 
or decorated. Prom the angles hang 
pendants of many sorts. The frame- 
work Is usually of teak, but ebony, 
rosewood, mahogany and other woods 
are employed. 
Often the sides of the 


lanterns are alternately wood and 
glass, the latter being covered with 
ground designs and the former richly 
carved In relief or Inset with ivory, 
mother-of-pearl or silver. 


Upon the pendants the artificers put 


their hardest work. Some are made of 
colored beads, strung and massed with 
fantastic shapes and knots. 
Others 


are strings of little bells, which ring 
with every passing breeze. 
Lines of 


glittering tinted glass balls betray the 
origin of a favorite mode of decorating 
Christmas trees. 
Quaint objects in 


gaudy ennmel or colored porcelain, con- 
nected by threads, chains or wires, con- 
stitute a fourth and very pleasing 
group. 
Floral festoons made of arti- 


ficial flowers are popular, especially 
with the fair sex.—New York Post.

The English language may fairly 


claim to be the most prolific In the 
world. 
Not content with its native 


rlcln'S. it possesses in a special degree 
the faculty of assimilating evcryllimg 
useful from other tongues, ancient and 
modern. 
It ought Indeed to be the 


most perfect vehicle of thought In the 
world, and in some respects no doubt 
it is. 


But curiously enough, there are de- 


ficiencies in English not to be found In 
far less copious languages. While in 
many cases we have half a dozen 
words expressing the same or prac- 
ttealiy the same thing, there are, on 
the other hand, certain ideas that have 
no appropriate words to express them. 


In the words denoting relationship 


some notable gaps are found. 
The 


most glaring Instance is the want of a , 
word to distinguish between a male | 
and female cousin. Other languages, 
such as French and Italian, have a sep- 
arate word for each, but in English | 
some addition or explanation is re- j 
quired in order to make it clear which 
sex is intended. 


Curious gaps occur here and there in 


our language if we look into it The I 
word "show" expresses the idea of 
making to see, but there is no word for 
making to hear—a phonograph, for ex-1 
ample. "I took the phonograph to my ; 
friend and"- 
What? 
"Got him to 


listen to It" would probably be the in- 
elegant finish to the sentence. 


On the other hand, "audience" means 


those who hear and applies very well 
to those present in a lecture hall or con- 
cert room. But what of those who see 
a cricket match, for instance? 
-Spec- 


tators" is tbe nearest word, but it does 
not correspond exactly to "audience." 


There is one deficiency in the lan- 


guage so awkward and Irritating that 
even at this late hour it ought to be 
made good. Need It be said that refer- 
ence Is made to indiscriminate use of 
the personal pronoun to denote either 
the person speaking or the person 
spoken of? This may not be a defect 
peculiar to English, but It Is one from 
which the ancient classical tongues are 
entirely free. 


"He said he had offered him money, 


which he had declined," would be quite 
comprehensible either in Greek or Lat- 
in, but in English It necessitates a num- 
ber of bracketed explanations which 
are positively annoying and destructive

Temperature find Atmosphere. 


That a body can acquire during the 


night a different temperature from 
that of the surrounding atmosphere 
has been demonstrated by an English 
physicist. If a thermometer is taken 
from the window, wrapped in cotton 
and placed on the ground Its mercury 
will descend seven or eight degrees.
